starting out as a Sunday School teacher and then serving as
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Junior Sunday School Superintendent; she worked in the field
with other ministries to help them grow and build, including
Robinson Memorial A.M.E., New Original Church of God in Christ,
South Shore Community Church, and many more; she played the
piano and had a beautiful singing wvoice; she sang throughout
her school years and was a member of the Kennedy-King College
Community Chorus, the Chicago Community Chorus, the National
A.M.E. Conference Choir, and many other choirs and singing
groups; she was a frequent soloist at churches and weddings and
was well-known for her Dbeautiful rendition of "The Lord's

Prayer"; and

WHEREAS, Mardine McReynolds was preceded in death by her

father, Marshall, and her nephew, Larry; and

WHEREAS, Mardine McReynolds 1is survived by her mother,
Odessa; her 3 brothers, Marshall, James (LaQuetia), and Myron
(Nancy); her 2 sisters, Janis and Bettie; her 4 nephews,
